table  Care,  Phyfick  is  placed  in  the  firft 

A  Rank. 
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Rank.  It  is  to  the  celebrated  Profeffors 
of  thefe  famous  Univerfities,  as  well  as 
to  the  Knowledge  and  Experience  of  the 
excellent  Practitioners  of  this  Country, 
that  it  owes  its  fined  Luftre  :  Therefore 
all  the  World  ought  to  preferve  a  refpeCt- 
ful  and  grateful  Memory  for  thofe  great 
Men  who  have  publifh’d  fo  many  learned 
Works,  and  have  made  Difcoveries  upon 
the  human  Body  of  a  prodigious  Utility 
for  the  Prefervation  of  Mankind,  and  the 
Cure  of  the  Sick. 

Yet  one  cannot  deny  that  there  has  been, 
in  foreign  Countries,  confummated  Prac¬ 
titioners,  who  having  exercifed  their  Pro- 
feffion,  during  a  great  Number  of  Years, 
and  who  having  had  favourable  Oppor¬ 
tunities  of  employing  the  happy  Talents 
which  Providence  had  beftow’d  upon 
them,  with  a  found  Judgment  and  par¬ 
ticular  Lights,  have,  upon  a  long  Expe- 
perience,  made  Difcoveries,  and  found 
out  Remedies  unknown  to  the  preceding 
Ages ;  whereby  the  Glory  they  have  ac¬ 
quired  by  their  Art,  is  not  lefs  confide- 
rable  than  the  infinite  Service  done  to  the 
Publick  by  their  Studies,  and  indefatiga¬ 
ble  Afliduity.

and  whofe  Writings  are  tranflated  into 
moft  of  the  Languages  of  Uurope  ;  who 
having  found  out  the  falutary  Effedts 
that  Mercury  produceth  in  the  Human 
Body,  fpent  three  Quarter  Parts  of  his 
Life  in  discovering  the  fafeft  Manner  of 
taking  it  fuccefsfully,  and  without  the 
Danger  of  any  Accident,  be  it  ever  fo 
Small. 

He  has  been  fo  lucky  in  his  Search, 
that  he  has  performed  with  this  Mineral, 
a  vaft  Number  of  Cures,  moft  of  them 
of  a  different  Nature,  which,  in  the  Be¬ 
ginning,  have  even  furpafled  his  Expedta* 
tion  ;  and  he  has  obferv’d,  that  all  thefe

He  was  fufficienrly  fatisfied  that  Mer¬

When  there  can  only 
refult  from  the  Concodion  of  bad  Ail¬ 
ments,  a  (harp  or  vifcous  Chyius,  and 
fometimes  both,  which  can  only  produce 
a  Blood  of  the  like  or  fame  Nature. 

From  the  Thicknefs  of  the  Blood  and 
of  the  Humours,  comes  a  great  Num¬ 
ber  of  Infirmities ;  as  the  Obftrudions  in 
the  Entrails  and  the  Kernels,  a  Slownefs 
in  the  Circulation ;  from  thence  the  Re¬ 
tardment,  and  iometimes  tne  Stoppage 
of  the  Secretions,  and  of  the  Diftribu- 
tions  of  the  nutricious  and  other  neceflary 
juices,  for  the  Prefervation  of  the  ani¬ 
mal  Oeconomy. 

Their  Sharpnefs  is  not  lets  dangerous, 
as  being  very  often  the  Occafion  of  the 
Diforders  above-mention  ci,  and  the  Caufe 
of  Overflowings,  and  the  Thickenings  of 
the  Lymph  in  the  different  Parts  of  the 
Body  the  Irritations  of  the  Nerves,  and 

the  Contradions  of  the  Fibres. 

Thefe  two  Caufes,  well  confider  d,  it 

is  eafy  to  conceive,  that  from  tnem  pro- 
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ceed  moft  of  the  Diforders  that  afflidt 
Human  Body ;  as  the  Tumours  in  the 
Liver,  the  overflowing  of  the  Choler  in 
tile  Surface  of  the  Body,  or  its  fpilling 
in  the  Ventricle  ;  the  Obftrudtions  of  the 
Kernels  in  the  Mefentery,  or  in  Women’s 
Breafls,  Schirrus  or  Cancers,  Oppilations, 
Green-ficknefs,  flopping  of  the  Courfes, 
hyfterical  Vapours,  fpilling  of  Milk  in 
Women  after  their  Lyings-in,  Pains  in 
the  Head,  Swimmings  in  the  fame,  Me¬ 
grim,  Scurvy,  Fevers,  St.  Anthony  %  Fire, 
Surfeits,  Confumption,  Oppreflions  in  the 
Breaft,  and  Shortnefs  of  Breath,  Sciatica, 
Rheumatifln,  the  Gout,  the  Griping  of 
the  Guts,  Nephrecick  Cholick,  the  Gra¬ 
vel,  the  Strangury,  the  Hypochondriac 
Difeafe  or  Melancholy ;  as  likewife,  the 
King’s  Evil. 

All  this  at  firft  Sight,  feems  to  be  a 
Paradox ;  yet  every  thing  rightly  confi- 
dered,  and  weighed  with  Judgment,  and 
without  Prejudice,  it  fhall  plainly  be 
found,  that  one  and  the  fame  Caufe  pro¬ 
duces  many  different  Effedts,  if  it  be  ob- 
ferv’d,  that  all  thefe  Diftempers  are  oc- 
caffon  d  by  the  Sharpnels  or  the  Vifcofity 
of  the  Humours,  which  Hide  into  diffe¬ 
rent  Parts  of  the  Body,  as  they  find  them 
difpofed  to  receive  them. 


The 
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The  Worms,  to  which  Children  more 
particularly  are  very  fubjeft^by  the  ill 
Ufe  that  one  allows  them  to  make  of 
Fruit  and  Sweat-Meats:  There  perifhes 
a  prodigious  Number  of  thefe  innocent 
'Creatures,  by  Caufes  very  often  unknown, 
and  for  want  of  giving  them  the  proper  Re¬ 
medies  to  deftroy  thofe  dangerous  Infefts. 

There  are  alfo  Diforders  which  the 
Depravation  and  the  Licentioufnefs  of 
the  Age  have  render’d  too  common,  pro¬ 
duc’d  by  a  Ferment,  which  is  extraneous, 
fliarp  and  malignant,  and  on  which,  tho* 
there  be  much  to  be  faid,  I  chufe  to  be 
filent. 

As  my  Father  has  labour’d  all  his  Life 
for  the  publick  Good  in  the  firft  Volume 
of  his  Book,  intitled,  The  Hofpital  Sur¬ 
geon  ;  he  has  given  a  fhort  and  eafy  Me¬ 
thod  of  Curing  in  a  fhort  Time,  all  fort9 
of  Wounds:  In  the  fecond  Volume,  he 
has  mechanically  explain’d  the  Virtues  of 
Mercury ,  and  its  Manner  of  operating  on 
the  Mafs  of  Blood  in  the  Human  Bodies, 
Thofe  that  fhall  think  fit  to  read  it,  they 
{hall  find  an  Account  of  a  Diftemper  of 
each  Specie  of  thofe  that  he  cured  with 
this  Remedy,  The  Learned  and  the  Cu¬ 
rious  may  have  Recourfe  to  it ;  my  In¬ 
tention  being  only  to  give  an  Idea  or  a 
general  Notion  of  the  Effect  which  this 

'  A  4  Remedy 
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Remedy  produces,  to  thofe  that  are  not 
at  hand  for  to  provide  themfelves  with 
the  faid  Book,  or  who  will  not  give 
themfelves  the  Trouble  of  reading  an  en¬ 
tire  Volume. 

This  Remedy  ought  not  to  be  con- 
fider’d  feparately,  neither  as  a  {ingle  Pur¬ 
gative,  foft  and  gentle,  nor  fingly,  as  a 
Mineral  Liquid,  and  penetrating  ;  but  as 
a  fpecifick  Remedy  compounded  of  both, 
in  a  Manner  which  renders  it  almoft  uni- 
verfal,  fince  it  perfectly  tempers  the  bad 
Quality  of  the  Blood,  and  of  the  Lymph, 
and  that  it  evacuates  without  Trouble  or 
Alteration,  the  fuperfluous  and  peccant 
Humours  by  the  ufual  Ways  of  Nature. 

It  is  certain,  that  the  Roundnefs  of 
Mercury ,  and  its  Activity,  are  the  two 
main  Qualities  that  we  are  to  confider  in 
the  Effed  which  it  produces  on  the  Mafs 
of  Humours,  fince  its  Weight  is  only 
ot  fome  Confequence,  when  it  is  united 
in  a  certain  Volume,  as  it  is  given  in  the 
Twifting  of  the  Guts. 

When  it  comes  then  to  diffolve  in  the 
Stomach,  the  moft  volatile  Part  of  Mer¬ 
cury  that  feparates  by  Means  of  the  Fer¬ 
ments  and  the  Heat  of  the  Stomach, 
flips,  with  the  Chylus,  into  the  ladeal 
Veins,  that  are  carried  together,  and  by 
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the  fame  Way  into  the  Mafs  of  the  Blood  ; 
there,  by  its  Roundnefs,  and  its  natural 
Motion,  which  is  augmented  by  the  Vi¬ 
bration  of  the  Arteries,  it  circulates  into 
the  Blood  and  lymphatick  Veffels,  di¬ 
viding  it  felf,  as  we  conceive  it,  into  infi¬ 
nite  fmall  Parts,  it  runs  through  all  the 
capillary  Veins :  If  it  meets  in  its  Way 
any  Obftacle  in  the  Glands  or  Entrails,  it 
ftrikes  and  beats  againft  it,  it  loofens  Part 
of  it,  until  at  laft,  by  often  repeating  the 
fame  Adtion,  it  makes  it  felf  a  free  Paf- 
fage,  and  thereby  procures  to  the  Hu¬ 
mours  a  clear  Way,  which,  to  them,  for 
a  long  Time,  was  become  impracticable:

Gouts,  Rheumatifms  all  over 
the  Body,  and  venereal  Diflempers  fo  old 
and  obftinate,  as  to  have  refilled  all  the 
other  ufual  Remedies  :  Thefe  are  Cures 
publickly  known,  which  have  been  per¬ 
formed  in  France  by  the  Help  of  my 
Pills,  even  with  the  Knowledge  of  the 
Pbyficians  of  the  Court. 
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It  is  to  be  obferved,  that  when  thefe 
forts  of  Diftempers  are  new,  they  are 
cured  with  an  admirable  Quicknefs  and 
Facility  ;  but  when  they  are  of  an  old 
Date,  and  inveterate,  one  muft  not  flat¬ 
ter  one’s  felf;  they  cannot  be  cured  but 
by  a  long  Courfe  of  Pbyfick,  more  or 
lefs,  according  to  the  Age  and  the  Con- 
ftitution  of  the  Patient,  who,  rather  than 
to  difconcinue,  ought  to  go  on  with  a 
very  moderate  Dofe,  which  Purging  him 
only  three  Times,  or  thereabouts,  may 
not  give  him  any  Trouble,  or  difcourage 
him,  the  Diftemper,  at  lad:,  will  be  con¬ 
quer’d  :  For  it  is  ridiculous  and  abfurd, 
to  imagine  that  one  Dofe  or  two  of  any 
Phyfick  whatfoever,  may  cure  a  Chroni¬ 
cal  Difeafe. 

How  can  one  expedt  to  render,  in  a 
fhort  Time,  fluid,  a  thick  and  vifcous 
Blood,  to  dillipate  old  Tumours,  to  melt 
inveterate  Obftrudtions,  to  render  bal- 
famick  fharp  Humours,  to  reltore  the 
animal  Secretions,  return  to  the  Fibres 
their  natural  Springinefs  $  in  fhort,  to 
reftore  all  the  Parts  of  the  Body  in  a  per- 
fbdt  State  of  Health  ?  Which  can  only 
be  performed  by  a  good  Diflblvant  and 
Abforbent,  taken  in  a  fuitable  Dofe,  du¬ 
ring  a  fufRcienc  Time,  for  to  fulfil  thefe 
Indications.

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It  only  belongs  to  Quacks  to  promile 
very  fpeedy  Cures ;  and  therefore  the 
Succefs  never,  or  feldom  anfvvers ;  that 
is,  the  right  Name  and  Character  of  thole 
Impoflors,  who,  by  dint  of  Untruths,  ga¬ 
ther  Riches,  deceiving  the  eafy  Credu¬ 
lity  of  an  ignorant  Publick,  fo  far  as  to 
falfify  good  Remedies,  and  to  fell  them 
under  the  Name  of  the  true  Author:  So 
that  one  cannot  take  Precaution  enough 
in  making  ufe  of  Remedies,  and  eipe- 
cially  fpecifick  ones  ;  one  ought  to  get 
them  from  the  Author  himfelf,  or  fiom 
Perfons  of  Probity,  who  are  in  Correfpon- 
dence  with  him. 

Thofe  that  (ball  make  Ufe  of  this  Re¬ 
medy,  {hall  find  by  Experience,  that  in- 
fenfibly  it  expels  out  of  the  Body  all  that 
is  foul,  malignant,  and  extraneous,  and 
that  it  averts  the  Infirmities  of  old  Age. 

*  It  is  by  that  Means  that  my  Father  has 
lived  above  eighty  A  ears,  without  feeling 
thole  Aliments  to  which  one  is  fubjedf  at 
that  Age:  But,  at  laft  being  dead,  if  he 
could  not  leave  me  his  Learning,  ^and  his 
happy  Talents,  he  has  made  me  the  Heir 
of  his  Secret,  of  his  Honefty,  and  of  his 
unalterable  Uprightnefs,  as  well  as  an 
invincible  Hatred  for  Fraud  and  Fal- 
fhood. 
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The  whole  Dofe,  which  is  one  Pill,  is 
not  to  ferve  for  a  Rule  to  every  Body  ; 
for  it  muft  be  alter’d  and  proportion’d 
to  the  Age,  and  to  the  Conftitution  of  the 
Patient,  as  well  as  to  the  Effedt  it  pro¬ 
duces:  For  an  Inftance;  if  it  purges  four 
or  five  Times,  it  is  enough  ;  if  eight  or 
ten  times,  it  muft  be  leffen’d  one  Quar¬

But  as 
there  are  likewife  fome  Conftitutions,  the 
Humours  whereof  are  difficult  to  be  eva¬ 
cuated,  and  that  even  one  Dofe  and  a  half 
purges  them  but  little,  the  Patient  then 
muft  take  a  Giifter  the  Day  of  a  fecond 
taking,  or  the  Day  following  ;  it  foftens 
the  vifcous  and  clammy  Humours,  it 
loofens  the  Fibres  of  the  Inteftines,  and 
empties  what  has  been  put  in  Motion  by 
the  Pills;  and  it  is  very  proper  to  make 
Ufe,  now  and  then,  of  fuch  a  Remedy. 
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In  Cafes  of  extraordinary  Cholick;  as 
theTwifting  of  the  Guts,  the  Dofe  muft 
be  doubled,  and  even  trebled ;  but  in  this 
laft  Cafe,  if  the  Inteftine  fhould  be  fallen 
into  the  Scrotum,  the  taking  of  the  Pills 
muft  be  fufpended,  until  it  be  reduced 
again  into  the  Abdomen.
